LINTEN SERMON. 
THE PLEDGE OF BROTHERHOOD. 


“The Pledge of Brotherhood’’ the 
fourth of a gcrics of Lenten addresuos on 
the Holy Communion--formed the subject 
of the Rev. HE, Copley Moyle's sermon, 
ai. St, John's Cathedral, on Sunday morn. 
ing. Toking og hig text 1 Cor, « 10, ¥, 
16 and 17, the rev, gentleman said; 

Jn the Sacrament of Baptism we aro 
mad g members of Christ; we are incor- 
porated into thf Suciety which is kuown 
ag the Church,-and the life cf Christ, 


through alie Spirit iy given to us. In the 
Sacr..ncns of Holy Communion _ this 
uaion with Christ ig strengthened. How. 
fever greatly people may differ in their 
views about this Sacrament there is a 
gencral agreement ‘that these hol: 
Inysteries impart tv us in trug and real. 
though mystical, manner the very person 
of Our Lord Himself, whole, perfect and 
entire.’ We Christians believe that our 
unien with God rests on our union wiih 
Christ’, human nature, fer it is through 
that human nature of Christ that we are 
united with His divine nature. The 
Holy Communion is the meang of this 
anion of our nature with Christ’, human 
oature. The tanguage of the Prayor 
Book is emph:.tic on this point, e.g., ‘If 
with a truc, penitent heart and lively 
faith we receive that holy Sacrament, then 
we spiritually eat the flesh of Christ, 
and drink Hig tYood; then we dwel] in 
Christ and Christ in us, we ore one with 
Christ, and Christ with us.” Again in 
the Catechism, the question is asked: 
* Whul are the benefits whercof we are 
partakers ’ in the Holy Communion f and 
the answer ig ‘The strengthening and 
refreshing of our souls by the Body and 
Blood of Christ.” These words of the 
Prayer Book are ar echo of what Our 
Lord said as related in the 6th chapter 
of St. John’s Gospel. “Except ye eat 
tho flesh of the Son of Man and drink 
Hig blood, ye have not life in yourselves. 
He tliat eateth My Aesh and drinketh My 
blood hath eterna! life; and I will raise 
him up atthe last day. For My ficsh is meat 
indeed, and My blood is drink indeed. 
He that eateth ty ficsh and drinketh My 
bleod, abideth in Mg and J in him.” 

Looked at from one point of view this 
Sacrament ig the means and the pledge 
of our union with God through Jesus 
Christ. 

But thjg morning we are to look at 1% 
from another point of view, not ao much 
from the Godward ag from the manward 
point of view. ‘ We ought to remember,’” 
wrote Bishop Gore, who has just resigned 
the Bishopric of Oxford, “‘ that a great 
deal ig lost, more than can be easily 
calculated, if at any period the great 
idea of fraternity ig allowed to fada out 
of the Eucharistic Janguage or ritual of 
the Church. A system hardly deserves 
the name of Christian at all, which does 
not impress upon ite worshipperg that 
communion with God ig no otherwise to 
be realised than in human brotherhood.‘ 

From the earliest, ages the Sacrament 
of the Holy Communion hag been regard- 
nd oa the pledge of Christian brother. 
hood. In the first years of the Christian 
Church it was the custom for 4 social 
meal, known ag the agape, or love-feast, 
to be held just before the celebration of 
the Sacrament. To this meal the rich and 
poor alike brought their gifts, and al] 
joined in partaking of it before receiving 
the Sacrament. But ag we see from At. 
Paul’s Firat Epistle to the Corinthians, 
this love feast became a cause of riotous 
and unseemly conduct, and so it was 
ultimately nbandoned. But it emphasised 
the brotherly or social aspect of the 
Sacramont, and its abandonment, whieh 
did not take place for some ecven hun- 
dred years after the foundation of 
Christianity, has no doubt contributed to 
that lock of Christian brotherliness which 
we deplore to-day. 

Yet the Holy Communion itself ought 
to be a sufficient pledge of brotherhood, 
and there ought to be g very real.love 
amongst all those who partake of this 
Kacrament. 

This Sacrament is intended to assert 
and emphasise our brotherhood, and its 
reception doca necessitate the moral effort 
to love our brethref. Charity, or love, 
towards our neighbour is as necessary in 
communicants ag faith and repentance 
tewardy God, and this is urged upon 
us every time wo come to receive the 
Sacrament. In tho words of the short 
exhortation the requisites for communi- 
cants are briefly stated as followa: “' Ye 
that do truly and earnestly repent you’ 
of your sins, and are in love and charity 
with your neighbours, and intend to lead 
a now life, following the commandments 
of God, and walking from henceforth 
in His holy ways, draw near with faith 
and take thi, holy Sacrament to your 
comfort.” 

Tn the lax gtate of diseipline which 
mow provails in our Church it is not 
customary to ex-communicate members 
who are open and notorioug ovil-livera 
or are at enmity with their noighbours, 
but the intention of Christ that love must 
be found in the hearts of those who com- 
municalé is made clear enough in our 
Prayer Book. 

The Church is intended to bo a great 
brothorhood—the greatest in tha world. 
Justin proportion ag sho auccecds in this 
she is reficcting to the world the mind 
of Christ, but ‘the Christian brotherhood 
must be based on the love of Christ and 
on tho readiness to practice aclf-denial. 
The Christian brotherhood onght to over- 
shadow aif distinctions of race and class 
and rank among Christians, ond bring 
‘all mon together as equally sinners and 
pie in need of forgiveness, It is 
rolntod of the grt Duke of Wellington, 
th victor of Watorloo, that ho was once 
going up to receive thy-commanion in a 
chureh when o poor man, who was in 
front of him, recognised him and stood 
naidy saying: ‘After your Grace,” 
“No, no," repliod the Duke, ” I will go 
after you. Wo'nre all-equal hers.” Die- 
tinction of class and raco and wealth 
have no place in the Christian Church, 
and whore they nro recognised and em- 
phnsised the apirit of Christ ig lacking. 
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_ Anything which tends to aasert..in- 
studity in chufch ig to be deprecuted. 
That is why the system of letting seats 
in churehes hag been 30 severcly comment. 
ed upon in tha Reports which have re- 
ently been issued in England by the 
Archbishop’, Committees. Tho Committee 
on the Eyangeliatie Work of the Church 
suetks of “the pew-rent system, which 
many feel to be ono of the greatest hind- 
tances to church attendance,’ and the 
Committee on Administrative Reform has 
used these words: ‘‘In many parishes 
the stipend of the incumbent. and thy fand 
for church expenses are mado up by 
pew-renta, We have nv doubt that these 
are a serious scandal. However. the 
aystem may be worked, it gives the im- 
pression of privilege allowed to the well- 
to-do in the House of God. . . . We 
hold that it-is in the highes, degree desir- 
able to abolish pew-rents.”’ 

Certainly the fecling of church people 
towards the system of pew-rentg has 
changed a great deal of late years, It 
used to be regarded as one of the best 
ways of raising money, It is now generally 
regarded ag a deplorable method. In this 
Cathedral church a large part of the 
annual income--about §3,000.-ig derived 
from: pew-rents, while a similar sum is 
receiyed from subscriptions and donations, 
and over $4,000 is given in the col- 
leetiona. The rented pews become free 
for anyone to vccupy aq svon ng the bell 
stops ringing at the 11 o'clock service, 
and all sonta are free at the evening 
service. Old-established customs arg not 
easily changed, and in this Colony we 
aro unlike the Church in England in 
having no endowment, so the general 
meeting of seatholders and subscribers, a 
year ago, decided not to abvlish pew-rentg 
at present, while making all seats frec 
at the evening servicw. Our local branch 
of the O.E.M.8., at their last meeting, 
passed a resolution in favour of the 
abolition of pew-rents, and we look for- 
ward to time when all the seats here 
shall be free at ali services and we shall 
be able.to read that passage in Bt. James’ 
#pistie without without being conscicnee- 
stricken, where he says: “ My brethren 
have not the faith of our Lord Jesus 
Ubrist, the Lord of Glory, with reapect 
of persuns. Sor if there come unto your 
wexembiy a Inea wil a guid ring, ip 
goodly apparel, auu were come in alao 
& pour tian In vile raiment, and ye have 
reapect Lo hun that wearecth tbe gay cloth- 
ing, Bd Buy Unto Him: Pit thou bere in 
4 goud piuce,’ and ye say to thy poor 
man: * Stand taou tuere or Bit under my 
joutstool’ are ye not then partial in 
yourselves and become judges of evil 
Lnoughtss”

The Catholic Church bas alwaya 
taught that money ought to be regarded 
a8 @ trust to use for the benefit of our 
tellaws and not. to synander in uscless 
fuxury on ourselves,

At the conclusion of the businers al a 
recent meeting of the Ceylon Legislative 
Council, - ; 

His Exoutuuncy said: Beforg Council] 
adjourns, it ia my pleasurable duty to ask 
this Council to agree with me thai we. 
first of all, ghould congratulate the Hon 
the Colonial Beeretary upon _ the 
promotion which His Majesty the King 
has been pleased to confer upon him 
(Applause.} Although I have been only 
six months in this country, I have learnt 
the valug of Mr, Stubbs ug a very loyal 
and as a very able colleague (applause) 
‘and J regret that [ am to lose his rerviocs 
at this time. But I think that you will 
agree with me that in the promotion 
which His Majesty haa conferred on hin 
fic recognises, ag we do here, the great 
value of the services that he has perform. 
ed in thig Colony. (Applause.) He came 
at a time when he expected to be the 
Colonial Seeretury of the Colony, but he 
was thrust almost at once -into the 
position of Governor, and be hea 
acted, un many occasions as Governor of 
this Colony, and on all those occasions 
has hag proved by hig servieo, by what ho 
hag done, that he will be well able to fill 
dhe pust to the satisfaction of those he goca 
to govern and to the satisfaction of His 
Majesty and the people of the Colony.

This ig run by Jesuits, and there arg many 
men who hold high positéong in the diplo- 
matic and civil services who owo thei 
sucess Lu Che careful tuition given hy tha 
Josuiy Fathers at’ Stoneyhurst. Anyone 
who has taken the trouble to read. the 
annual resultg of the Oxford and Cam. 
bridge examinations and London matri- 
ewaton will invariably find the names 
of students from the Xaverian College at 
Liverpool beading the list of honours and 
distinetions, I would ask your readers 
to turn to Manila, Shafghai, India, 
Japan and America and sce what excel: 
lent work the Jesuits arc doing at thoac 
places, Zi-ka-wei Observatory in Shang: 
ai and the Manila Observatory are run 
by the Jesuits, and this alone ig sufficient 
to ghow what class of men you arg dealing 
with. If the mercantile marine of the 
world, when calling at these ports, can 
trust the lives of thousand in the hands 
of tho Jesuit Fathers, surely a few dissen- 
ters in Hongkong count for very Little, 
Those of your readers who are leaving 
for England could nut do better, when 
in London, than pay a visit to the church 
of the Immaculate Conception at Farm 
Btreet, Grosvenor Square, and, if possible, 
attend une of the sermong on Sunda:

ALLEGED BREACH OF 
AGREEMENT. 


LOCAL SHIPPERS’ INTERESTING * 


CLAIM. 


In the Bupreme Court yosterday, be- 
fore the Chief Justice (Bir William Roca 
Davies, K.C.), Messrs, P. A. Lapicque & 
Co., merchants, of Queen's Buildings, 
claimed from Wo Fat Shing, merchants 
and ship-ownors of No, 81, Wing Lok 
Street. the sum of $2,602 as damagys 
through breach of a contract to carry 
sonic of the plaintiff's cargo to Saigon. 

The statement of claim showed that the 
defendants made a contract on October 
gird, "1915. ‘to carry, for the plaintiffs, 
203 pieces of wood from Hongkong to 
Saigon at. the thte of- $7.80 per ton of 40 
cubic feet. The freight payable to the 
defendants under the contract upon 203 
picces, lest 31 picees actually shipped, 
was $1,263.37, and included in the amount 
which the phiintiffe are alleged to have 
suffered in damages through the breach of 
contract is the sum of $3,440 paid to the 
Societé Anonyme for freight of the timber 
to Saigon. 

Mr. Eldon Potter (inatructed by Messrs. 
Wilkinson & Grist) appeared for tho 
plaintiffs, and the Hon. Mr. © G 
Alabaster (instructed by Messrs, Deacon, 
Looker, Deacon & araton) for the 
defendants. 

The defendants, in their statement, 
denied that they were ship-owners. In 
the matter under dispute they merely 
acted us agents for tho Hung Hing 
Steamship Company, owners of the 8.3 
Zaerter, which fact the plaintiffs know ; 
the defondants, therefore, denicd: liability. 
The dofendants further denied that, 
cither as agents for the Hung Hing 8.8. 
(Co, or at all, they mado the contract or 
committed the breach complained of. As 
agents of the Hun Hing 8.8. Co, the 
defendants stated that they entered into 
an agreement with the plaintiffs concorn- 
ing the carriage of certain timber, des- 
cribed by the plaintiffs ‘as consisting of 
logs from 30 to 40 feet Jong, from Hong- 
kong to Saigon by the Laertes, whi 
agreement was made and confirmed at 
various interviews betweon September 
30th, 1915, and October 2rd, 10915. The 
agreement was upon the following, amon 
other, terms—thet any timber carric 
should be at the rate of $7.00 per men- 
sured ton; that the amount carried should 
be 203 logs, or as many as could con: 
veniently 1s stowed on the ship; that the 
ship-owners should not be held responsible 
in respect of any logs shut out ; that tho 
plaintiffs should gend the logs alongside 
the ship loaded on ightera; and that the 
plaintiff. should provide sufficient ooglies 
to get the logs on board the ship. he 
defendants stated that they performed 
their agreement by carrying 31 joga on 
the steamer; tho remaining 172 loge could 
not conveniently be stowed on the ship 
and were consequontly shut out. The 
defondants stated that the plaintiffs broke 
their part of the agreement by sendin 
tho logs alongside the ship afloat, instea 
of on Sightors os agreed. 

Mr. A. Fraser, Capt. of the Telemachus, : 
Mr, A. Jenkyns, Capt. of the Laertce 
and Mr. P. A. Lapicque, had ae évi- 
dence in this case, before the istrar, 
in the latter half of last year. 

Mr, Potter said tho defendants had 
raised: the defence that they were agents 
and that the plaintiffs were aware of this 
and contracted with the defendants as 
agents. Counsel said he would show the 
Court that that was _ uttert untrue, 
from correspondance which had been dis- 
closed in tho action. He would ehow that 
laintiffs were contracting with the 
Beféndante os a Company and they never 
Imew anybody else, and that it was 
lieved that the ships concerned belonged 


‘to that Company. The defendants said 


that the contract was a contract to carry 
the wood only by the 8.8. Laertes, whereas 
the plaintiffs, on the other hand. stated 
that there was no such agreement, and 
thet the defendant had agreed to carry 
the goods to Saigon, no matter how they 
carried them, and that the contract could 
have been performed by carrying the 
oods on any boat. The plaintiffs, on 
September 30th, 1915, made an enquiry 
from the defendants for a quotation | to 
carry the wood and_received a quotation 
of 0.50 per ton, On October ist, a8 o 
result of that quotation, plaintiffs wrote 
a letter to the defendants, stating that 
they would be glad to know whether the 
ship could carry wood of over 30 feet in 
length, but. not above 40 feet. That letter 
was written because Mr, Lapicque wan' 
defondunts to know the exact size of the 
wood. $8 per ton was the no rate for 
cargo at that time. No reply was receiv- 
ed to that letter. Indeed, the defendants 
seemed to have made a point of not 
answering plaintiffs’ letters. A repre 
ptetlvesok: Mossrs. Lapicque calied on 
dofendants shortly afterwards, when the 
nize of the wood was again discussed and 
the defendants agreed to carry the wood 
at $7.50 per ton, the extra $1.50 being 
asked because the defendants’ represen ta 
tive thought that 8 was too little for 
wood of the weight and aize stated. The re- 
presentative, whom the plaintiffs regarded 
as tho son of the proprictor of tho defen. 
dant finn, agreed that the wood should 
bo carried at 87.60 per ton, but there was 
no Mention of any particular ship, and 
no euggestion that the wood should be 
carried on any particular boot. The 
defendants oould have performed the 
contrict by carrying the goods on any 
boat or on moro than one boat. Mr. 
Lapiogue confirmed this arrangement 
with the defendant firm. Ag o result of 
that arrangement tho plaintiff urchassd 
the wood, and plaintiffs would tell tho 
Court that they would! not have purchased 
tho wood if the arrangoment for carrying 
it had not been made, Tho wood was 
required by tho French naval authorities 
in Saigon, and it was important that it 
should bo got to Saigon. On October 20th 
plaintiffs’ representutive again entled on 
the defendant firm and asked for the 
name of tho yossel on which the wood 
wan to be carried so tint plaintiffs should 
haye something in writing to make their 
position clenr. Dofendanty again did not 
put their pon {o paper, and another lotter 
wna written which Waa not auswered, 
further application for tho name of the 
ahip was made, and for the first time

JAPAN'S CLAIMS IN’ CHINA. 


‘MINISTER'S STATEMENT. | 


In o statement made to newspaper 
correspondents, Baron Makino, the 
Jopancse Foreign Minister, and delegate 
to tho Peace Conference, said: — 

We ask nothing for Japan but thoke” 
things which appear to us just and equik- 
able, and of the justice and equity 
which we may be able to convince not 
conly the representatives of the nations 
in the Peace Conference, but the people 
of the countries they represent. We have 
no demands to make; we merely advance 
certain matters for the same considera- 
tion by other nations as we have ourselves 
given to them in the light of our own 


position and the future of the Far East. 
t may be necessary to go back through 
the history of some yearea in order that 
we may arrive at what we regard as a 
fair and equitable conclusion. 

After alluding to the war with China in 
1905, and the position in which that con- 
flict left Japan, Baron Makino said:— 

The sitnation thus created was delicato, 
and, at times, difficult. The South Man- 
churian Railway runs through Chinese, 
territory as far as Chang Chun, and jis 
the only rail transportation outlet for the 

roductions of the Chinese peasants, 

‘armers, and manufacturers. he Chi- 
nese population of that part of the 
province through which the line runs 
numbers many millions, The present. 
Japanese population there is very am: 

—not one half of one per cent. Quite 
naturally this penctration by a Japancse 
railway of Chinese territory, or “ inva 
sion,” as it was called, while within tho 
rights granted to us under the terms of 
the Portsmouth Treaty, added fresh fuel 
among the Chinese to the fire of anta- 
gonism. As a result, the opposition 
already existing in China against Jnpan 
was considerably intensified. 
to time the resentment showed: itself in 
quarrels between local Japanese and 

Shinese- An active propaganda on the 
part of those who sought to continuc and. 
Increase the ‘feeling in China against 
Japan led the people of China generally 
to a conviction that Japan had territorial 
ambitions, and intended to scize other 
territories on the mainland, indeed to 
become the master or the suzorain of 
China. 

Under such conditions the inevitable 
errors made by some of the people, who 
went from Japan to seck fortunes in’ 
China, or who were imbued with an 
erroncous idea of their own superioriti 
brought about inoreased ill-feeling, an 
the irritation was intensified by the 
insidious whisperings of tho enemy. It’ 
would be foolish to say that in the con: 
duct of our political and commercial 
relations, extending over a period of 
twenty years, serious mistakes have not 
been ifade. On the other hand, I have no 
doubt that the wise people of China them. 
selves will understand that mistakes have 
also ocourred on their side, and that 
incidents arising from time to time might: 
have been handled with greater delicacy’ 
an@ care. re 
period China had become a field’ for 
exploitation for those from other lands 
who sought to promote or develop the vaat 
resources which have lain untouched in° 
all the provinces, and which by enterprise’ 
and the use of the cheapor Chinese labour’ 
could be turned into profit. Iron, gold; 
copper, oil, and, indeed, the almost un- 
limited resources of China attracted thdse 
who could command capital, or those who 
hoped to accure valuable concessions, 
which they could offer in the markets to 
combinations of capital for the purposes 
of exploitation. 

THE GERMAN INCURSION, 

Among those who came from the outside 
world to China for the purposes of, 
exploitation, the Germans in recent years 
had been by far the most active, not only, 
in trade, in securing concessions or in, 
placing loans, but particularly in politi- 
cal intrigue. Having established them, 
selves, with a naval base in the Far East 
at Tsingtao, they proceeded to build thefo’ 
a megaman harbour and s city, German 
in all its aspects and German in all ita 
methods and undertakings, They built 
the railway from the town of Tsingtao ta 
the great city of Tsinan, tho capital of 
the province of Shantung. They develop 
ed also the railw ay through the provinco 
of Shantung north to’south, connecti 
Tsingtao with this Tsinan line, which had 
its northern terminus in the city of Tien- 
tsin (where they mado a junction again 
with the railway from Peking) down to 
Pukow, on tho Yangtse River, near 
Nankin.

But, as the ally of Great 
Britain, Japan, within o fow weeks after 
the outbreak of war, also doclared' war 
upon Germany, and her next stép was, 
to toll Germany that sho must ‘évyacuate 
Tsingtao, with naval or military requip- 
ment which might bo there.

gran to Germany. Under this agree 
ment China comes into possession of a 
fine harbour, built at vast cost, and tho 
whole territory of Kiauchau cighty yoars 
sooner. than would otherwise have 
possible. 
THE PROVINCE OF SHANTUNG. 

“The Chinese torritory of Shantung, and 
the railway line to the city of Tsinan had 
been, up to the time they fell inte Japan’s 
hands, controlled by tho Germans, whilo 
German officials were active throughout 
the province, and much moro active than 
those of any other nation.

door of Japan. I am ‘not ptepared here 
and now ‘to discuss the rights and wrongs 
' of that situation, which is past and dono 
with. But out of the negotiations came 
a treaty ar agreement entered into be- 
tween Chins ‘and Japan under which 
dppan agreed to restore Kiaochau to 
China. Thig convention is an open docu- 
ment, and has been ‘published in full. 
Atteched to thpt agreement are no sectot 
ér concealed clauses whatsoever. Thess 
engagements were entered into by China, 
and subsequently in’ 1918 an arrangement 
was entered into regarding international 
settlements in Teingtao and some other 
concessions by China, giving Japan 
opportunity for co-operation with Chine 
in the devolopment of Shantung in con- 
sideration for the return of Tsingtao and 
Kiaochau 


UNPUBLIBHED AGREEMENT: 

“ The details of this agreement have not 
been published owing to an understand. 
ing tween. the two countries, and 
becauso the agreement, ia preliminary to 
business matters which are as yet in an 
incomplete stage, a reason which, of 
course, will be understood by business 
people as well as by Governments. is 

reement was made in good faith by 
China. We have not hitherto been led to 
suppose that this agreement of 1018 was 
more than a just, proper, and mutually 
helpful settlement, of outstanding ques- 
tions, enabling us mutually to approach 
the Peace Conferency in better undor- 
standing. In 1917, two years after the 
taking of Tsingtao, China declared war 
on Germany. But in 1915 Japan _had 
pledged her willingness to return Kiso- 
chau to China. apan has repeatedly 
announced that sho has no territorial 
ambitions in China, but desires to live in 
amity with her neighbour. 

“In desiring to secure from China 2 
right to concessions in the provinco of 
Shantung, Japan docs not seek more 
than a fair division in co-operation with 
China. Burely it is not taking advantage 
of China to ask that we be per- 
mitted to trade with her, on the 
same basis as other nations; to have 
equal opportunity for devolopment 
purposes. hina has the raw material ; 
we have need for raw material, 
‘and wo have the capital to invest in 
the development of China for its_uso by 
ourselves as well as by China. 1 some- 
what labour this point because we are 
accused of aims in an exactly opposite 
direction to those of fair co-operation and 
partnership os well as being acoused of 
the folly of making deliberate and obvious 
efforts to take advantage of our neighbour. 
We realise the great change that has 
taken place-and must take place among 
nations in their dealings one with the

RECALLS HER 32-YEAR EXILE, 
Throughout most of her testimony Mme 
Breshkovsky spurned the witness chair, 
despite her seventy-five yoara and stood 
atolidly before the Senators. ‘The story of 
Russia's revolt against Czardom, of the 
turmoil which came out of revolution, of 
the “ Bolshevik disaster ” and of present 
overty, was told fervently in broken 
English by the woman who was imprison 
ed and exiled in Siberia for thirty-two 
years for preaching revolution to Russian 
peasants, and who recently hid herself for 
months in Moscow and Petrograd to 
evade denth from the Bolsheviki, by whom 
she was regarded as too consorvative. 
_ ‘Under the monarchy they put me in 
jail for» spreading revolutionary pro- 
aganda among my people, and then the 
‘olsheviki called” me reactiohary and 
counter-revolutionist,”” she smiled, push. 
ing back her flying white locks, close 
shorn, with the comb from which they had: 
escaped. It was only a brief reference 
fo herself, called: forth by questions of 
Senators, in tho midst of a plen for 
sympathetic understanding of the Russian 
people as distinct from the Bolshevik 
oy epament. saat 
“We ask you in Amorica for eve 
trifle,’ she entreated, groping now ond 
then for an English word, which her 
interpreter supplied, 
"Wo are naked. We have no factories, 
no banks, no shops, no transportation, no 
goods. dur schools have no furniture, 00 
pencils, no pens.
